MANUFACTURE OF STEEL. 7 
S1r,—I have received from Mr. Robt. Mushet, of Coleford, some sam- 
ples of steel, which he informs me are manufactured direct, atone process 
of melting, from the East Indian [ron Company’s charcoal pig-iron; ahd, 


as you expressed a wish in your last Journal to describe the process by 
which this new steel is obtained, I send you the following, assuming that 
it will prove interesting to many of your readers; Mr. Mushet states that 
—‘‘ The pig-iron is first heated, and then granulated by his patent process 
for crushing pig-iron. The granulated metal has then a simple addition 
made to it, of a substance suitable for altering the chemical conditions of 
its combined and free carbon, and the mixture being placed in ordinary 
cast-steel melting-pots, is heated therein until it becomes fluid. The fluid 
steel is then into suitable iron moulds, and the ingots of steel thus 
obtained are drawn under tilt hammers into bars of any size required. The 
samples forwarded are shear steel, thus produced from the East Indian 
Iron Company’s iron by simple melting, and will be found equal in qua- 
lity to the best Sheffield shear steel, prepared with much waste, onl b 
tedious expensive operations, from foreign iron, costing from 20%, to 30/. 
per ton in the bars, which have to be then converted into blister steel bars, 
and which have again to be faggoted and drawn down to form the shear 
steel bars of commerce.’’ The samples above referred to may be inspected 
at the offices of the company, on application to the secretary.

A short time ago I met Sir Francis’s agent here with 
some samples of the patent iron, in rounds and squares, when [ obtained 
permission to get them tried, and the parties who worked it, in all possible 
shapes, stated they never saw bett ual, if not superior, to Low Moor; 
and, as far as my experience goes—and that is now getting on for thirty 
years—J never saw better or tougher; coupled with which I know it has 
drawn into wire, and stands that equally as well, and this from ordi- 
nary scrap cast-metal, which, singular to relate, happened to be supplied 
by me, although I did not know it at the time. I have no knowledge of 
Sir Francis’s patent process; but, suffice it to say, the produce, for any 
purpose, either steel or iron, is excellent, as malleable as a piece of putty, 

and as tenacious and fibrous as hempen-rope. J. W. J.

SULPHATE OF BARYTES—WHITE LEAD. 


Sre,—In the Times of Saturday it is stated that M. Kuhlmann was the 
first to apply sulphates of barytes to “ house painting and other purposes, 
as being preferable to white lead.” I presume it is intended the reader 
should understand that that assertion refers to France, and not to England, 
for the use of sulphate of barytes here has been most extensive for many 
years, and vast quantities have been annually exported to America for 
house painting and other purposes. In this country sulphate of barytes 
has been looked upon as an article used in the adulteration of white lead, 
but the insertion of the notice alluded to will tend to bring the sulphate 
into a legitimate position; and as its price per ton bears no sort of propor- 
tion to the high price of white lead, it is to be hoped that its cheapness 
will cause its general and frequent use in house painting, and thus be the 
means of materially assisting in sanitary reform. As a proprietor of mines 
of sulphate of tes, I can endorse the assertion that it has no injurious 
effect upon the health of the workmen.

REDUCTION OF GOLD QUARTZ. 

Str,—Your correspondent, Mr. Clement, in his last letter must evidently 
allude to the treatment of argentiferous ores, which we pulverise and 
grind into impalpable powder, then pass through fine sieves, and not to 
the treatment of gold quartz. We never make use of sieves in the gold 
extraction establishments. We apply perforated grates to the stamps, 
suitable to the general character of the matrix and the average state of the 
gold grains. We find in practice that it is preferable to extract the rough 
grains of gold before re-stamping the whole into fine powder for the final 
washing. However, we never apply fine sieves at our gold works, but 
only at the silver establishments, preparatory to the amalgamation by 
barrels or by patio. 

It would be well, on entering into these subjects, to keep each process 
distinct, to avoid confusion. The general complaints made by the agents 
of our well-established gold mines are, that your correspondents confuse 
one treatment with the other, and thus their communications tend to de- 
preciate the practical value of your columns for the guidance of those en- 
gaged in bona fide gold works. I hope, therefore, each subject will be 
kept distinct, and elucidated according to actual practice in bona fide esta- 
blishments.—Kimmeridge, Oct. 4.

demand tor manufacturing, gas, and coking coal, together with the 
obvious increased facilities of transit, induced the present Elswick Company 
resume working the colliery; and why, as your correspondent states, 
much progress has not been made is very easily understood and explained. 
The surface area of the Elswick estate comprises about 600 acres. Ly the 
former lessees 400 acres were worked once over in the Low Main, and 
3g0 acres in the Beaumont; the gross height of these seams is from 11 to 
j2 ft. Now, during the period the colliery has laid dormant the daily 
feeder of water, which was 600 gallons per minute, has (without taking 
into account any other inferior springs) been accumulating for so long a 
iod, and has necessarily filled the excavated parts of the Beaumont and 
Main seams. To any experienced man the work and time of pump- 
ing out such an amount of stagnant water is a serious affair, and time be- 
comes an uncertainty. The case with the Farnacres will, therefore, not 
by any means bear a comparison; and the views calculated to be conveyed 
by your correspondent are altogether erroneous, But, perhaps, in alluding 
wo the Elswick, he meant to refer to the New Elswick, holding across the 
river, on the Farnacres’ boundary (called the Red Heugh), and close to 
Messrs. Bowes’ pit. It so happens that this very holding was taken by 
the Elswick Company on the special recommendation of an agent of Messrs.

STRIKES—MORTALITY OF COAL MINERS—ARBITRATION. 


Sin,—It is, indeed, a great misfortune that any dispute should have 
arisen between colliery owners and coal miners, and more especially that 
it should have continued for so many months, even till now, with any pros- 
pect of an early permanent settlement. Strikes have never hitherto been 

uctive of any real good, but everywhere have resulted generally in 
much privation and misery, not easily described, because their ruinous cflects 
have never, as yet, been fully known beyond the parties concerned, Strikes, therefore, 
ought ever to be avoided in every branch of industry, because of their disastrous results 
alike to masters and men. There is much, however, to be said on behalf of the poor 
miner, because of his lack of educational training, in extenuation of many acts of his 
life, and his painful, perilous condition while toiling for his daily bread, to supply that 
fossil fuel without which our homes and country would be gloomy and sad, calls for the 
exercise of our warm and general sympathy. It isa known distressing fact that coal 
miners are daily subject te @ series of pain and suffering not entailed upon any other 
class of artizans, over which we could wish to draw a veil. This fact is borne out by 
Mr. Ratcliffe’s tables. Speaking of coal miners, he says :—*“ This class of lives shows a 
very large amount of average sickness at every period, and increased sickness with ad- 
vance of years. From the very nature of the employmeut this was to be anticipated, but 
not to such an extent as appears from the result. At age 20, miners experience an ave- 
nge sickness of 46 per cent. more than the general class; at age 30 they show 70 per 
cent.; at 40,78 per cent.; at age 50, 76 per cent.; and at 60, 53 per cent. more average 
sickness than the general class of iives. The average amount of sickness experienced 
by the miners for the period of life 20 to 60 is 95 weeks, showing an excess 67 per cent. 
more than the general results.” The Registrar-General, in his able repcrt on miners, 
says :—" It is found that between the ages of 15 and 25 one-third of the deaths occur 
through diseases of the respiratory organs, and more than one-third of the miners (num- 
bering more than 200,000) meet with violent deaths.” It is an undeniable fact thatthe 
miner's lives last but 27°7 years, whiist 42°3are got out of the agricultural labourer. In 
other words, the lives of miners, in addition tu excessive sickness and diminished strength, 
are shortened by an amount equivalent to more than half their working life. When, 
therefore, it is considered that one-third of the value of the miner is cut off by the hand 
of death—that the causes which have brought him to the tomb must have necessarily 
diminished the amount of work he is able to perform, even in his best days, and that 
during one-fifteenth of his working life he depends upon the sick club or the parish for 
support—he has good grounds for demanding a high rate of wages, and he is especially 
in need of the assistance of benefit societies in and throughout his period of trial. ‘The 
miners, however, have not a high rate of wages, and I know it to be a fact that miners 
of great industry and religions character in the neighbourhood where I reside have had 
to straggle hard for years to keep their families and homes together. As to the position 
of the masters (colliery owners), and the 15 per cent, reduction, or 3s. in 1/. of the pre- 
sent wages of the miner, as now demanded by their employers, itis a most difficult inatter 
thoroughly to undersdand, and, therefore, a fit and proper subject for arbitration. Were 
the arbiters could have a clear case laid before them by each party, and then upon their 
decision, founded upon the whole facts of the case, should each party abide. [t does seem 
extraordinary, I confess, that coals should have been advanced upon the public, within a 
few years, 2s. 6d. per ton, and yet should not now pay; indeed, within my recollection 
cals have nearly been doubled in price. Now, whether the additional expense of win- 
ning coal now to that formerly, say 25 to 30 years ago, justifies a L5 per cent. reduction 
upon the colliers’ wages is a question to refer to a board of arbitration, to which, may I 
hope, neither the masters nor the men will object, Coal mining has been known to be a 
profitable speculation at original prices, Why should it not now, when coal is nearly 
double the price to that originally? It would strike a thinking observerthat something 
was wrong somewhere if coal does not pay sufficient profit upon capital expended in min- 
ing operations. If such be the fact, and colliery owners have not sufficient payable in- 
terest for capital expended, they have a Just right to demur to present prices, and to in- 
sist upon an alteration for their advantage, and the public has a just right also to submit 
wand give it. There are many things that ought to be patiently, calinly, and consider- 
ately weighed over in this matter. 

It may turn out that colliery owners are over-rented in the mineral, If so, upon a 
faithful representation of facts to that effect to the propretors of the minerals, no doubt, 
as considerate conscientious men, they would willingly submit to a re-arrangement in 
the rental of the coal rather than an absolute war should be entailed by colliery owners 
in the working and winning of the mineral. It is possible, however, that some collieries 
are not sufficientiy remunerative for want of proper management. In this way it is to 
be feared that thousands of pounds are annually lost to colliery proprietors. Let colliery 
Proprietors look well to the fact, and let them hear and become acquainted with the views 
ofan eminent colliery engineer on this subject. It appears from the evidenee given by 
Mr. Woodhouse, of Overseal, mining engineer of the Moira Colliertes, before a parliamen- 
lary committeee, and who has had great experience in the scientific ventilation of coal 
mines, that a large saving, he says “ is invariably realised in practice from the adoption 
of improved modes of ventilation, because the constant introduction of fresh currents of 
atmospheric air in the pit tends, ina remarkable degree, to protect the woodwork of the 
mine, anid to keep the rowlways dry and in good order, 

There may be numerous assignable reasons or causes for a mine not being sufficiently 
Temunerative that I cannot in this letter state, but I hope colliery proprietors will give 
the matter their serious and best consideration, and that they will not insist to take 

15 per cent. off the poor miners’ wages until they have first used every exertion to make 
the mines pay, by the adoption of all improved methods of working and ventilating col- 
lieries, and by a positive reduction of all needless expenditure in and abont the mines. 

I beg to say, in conclusion, that no one will more heartily rejoice than myself to see a 
Speedy amicable settlement of this painful struggle, alike disastrous to masters and men

The CaarrMan said he would move that the accounts be received and adopted, in the 
event of no questions being asked respecting them. 

The resolution was seconded and carried unanimously. 
Mr. KING then read the following reports :— 

Oct, 2.—Since the last meeting of the company we have sunk Smith's shaft 8 fms. 3 ft. 
under the 112, and the men are now making fair progress ; the ground being favourable, 
it is our intention to sink this shaft to the 132 before we drive the cross-cut for the lode, 
and thus save the expense of two; we deem this plan the most beneficial under present 
circumstances. The 112 end is now extended east of cross-cut 24 fms. 3 ft.; during the 
last three months we have had to pass through a great deal of poor ground, but the lode 
ig again improved, and is now’ feet wide, worth 15/. per fm. The 100 end is extended 
east and west of winze 40 fins. 2 ft.; here the lode has recently improved, and is 9 feet 
wide, and worth 16/. per fathom. We consider this an important feature in the mine, as 
this end is getting forth into virgin ground. The lode in the winze sinking in the bottom 
of the 100 is from 3 to 4 feet wide, and worth 12/. per fm. There is not much alteration 
to notice in the stopes and pitches throughout the mine. The 162 cross-cut is extended 
78 fathoms, and we are sorry to inform you that the lode is not yet intersected ; we are 
greatly disappointed at not cutting it ere this, but we cannot entertain the idea that such 
a lode is unbottomed ; we, therefore, strongly recommend that it be continued for another 
three months. We have driven on the branch in this level, but were compelled to sus- 
pend it, as the men could not conveniently work so near the others in the cross-cut ; the 
branch is gone off in size, and is not so productive of ore as when first cat. The sales 
for the next three months will increase with present prospects ; the next sampling will 
be about 250 tons. The machinery isin good working order.—J. Dae, G. T. TREWREN. 


Oct, 4,—My attention having been again directed by the committee of management to 
the cross-cut in the 162 fm. level, which is being driven south from Reed's shaft, with 
the view of intersecting the I ke lode, I p ded to the mine on Oct. 2, I found 
that the cross-cut had been extended since my last report 8 fms. 3 ft., but without the 
intersection of the Pembroke lode, as had been anticipated. The smal! vein, or branch, 
which was cut about the time of my last visit (July 10), and which contained good stones 
of ore, in @ favourable matrix, gave every reason for the hopeand belief that the lode was 
not far distant, Such, however, has not proved to be the fact, and having been called on 
to give my opinion as to whether it would be advisable to still extend the cross-cut, or 
to proceed no further with so costly an undertaking, I will give, to the best of my ability, 
a detailed account of the appearances of the country in the cross-cut, with the impres- 
sions that exist in my mind respecting the great object in view. I found in the end 
numerous small veins of quartz, running in parallel directions, and on the same bearing 
as the cross-cut. Many of these contained mundic, and several of them were* faced” 
here and there with small lamin of yellow copperore. The end is in softer ground than 
on my first inspection, and the water percolating through the country is rather more 
abundant. Beyond these indications, 1 could not discover any signs of a near approach 
toalode. The water which drops from the back of the cross-cut has no very perceptible 
mineral taste, which a close proximity to a lode would naturally lead one to expect. At 
a distance of about 5 fathoms from the end another small vein, or branch, was cut, un- 
derlying south about 1 foot per fathom, composed of quartz, chlorite, and mundie, with 
a few spots of copper ore, but of no value, The small copper lode, or branch, previously 
referred to as having been cut on or about July 10 last, has been driven on eastward for 
about 2 fathom, but is now abandoned, partly from its having turned out small and poor, 
but chiefly in consequence of the want of proper ventilation. The bearing of this lode is 
about a degree to the south of west; its underlie, in a southerly direction, is consider- 
able, being about 3 or 4 feet per fathom. The fact of the Pembroke lode not having yet 
been intersected is certainly a matter for surprise, and I am inclined to believe that the 
large flat lode met with in the cross-cut, and shown in the section which accompanies 
this report, has, in its intersection with the Pembroke lode, had the effect of throw- 
ing it back or upwards, somewhat in the manner delineated in pencil on the section, 
The effect of an intersection of one lode by another, or by a“ slide,” having their underlie 
in the same direction, is generally to throw the lode intersected down ; but thereare ex~- 
ceptions to this rule, and the contrary effect has, in some instances, been observed. The 
distance of the “ leap,” or upward “ heave,” of the lode, should my surmise in this re- 
aspect be correct, it would be idle to conjecture,and my sketch in this particular has been 
drawn quite without any view ofattempting todefine its limits ; my object being merely 
to give an idea of what I consider may have been the effect of the intersection of the two 

lodes. Setting aside, however, for the present this opinion of mine, and which I give 
with some hesitation, it is possible that without being influenced by the large flat lode 
in the way I describe, the Pembroke lode may have become much more perpendicalar 
than it is above the 180, and that consequently it may still exist to the south of the pre- 
sent cross-cut end. If the plan of the old workings of the mine be examined, it will be 
seen that in the western part, towards Hoppe’s shaft, the 120 fm. level is drawn in a di-

Viewing the whole circumstances of the case, and exercising my best judgment, after a 
careful examination of all matters connected with it, I have come to the conclusion to 
recommend the adoption of one or other of the following courses :—To extend the cross - 
cut south, so as to come perpendicularly under the 110 fm, level, which, in its present 
course, would be for a distance of about 13 fms., and there stop if the lode ere then can- 
not be met with ; or at once to abandon all further operations at the cross-cut, and pump 
out Hoppe’s shaft and the adjoining levels to the 132, and at that point drive a cross-cut 
south to intersect the lode. Should the main part of Pembroke lode be found there, then 
{ would advise the sinking of Hoppe’s shaft to the 162, and thence drive eastward to 

Capt. Dale informs me that he has already 
suggested this course; and, in the event of its being entertained, would, no doubt, be

The CuarnMan said the reports were not so satisfactory as he could wish. The great 
point was the cross-cut in the 162, where they hoped ere this to have cut tha lode, and 
it now became a matter for consideration whether they should continue working the 
Pembroke Mine, The shareholders who had relinquished their shares two or three 
years back were pressing for their money, and the mine was in debt. Since the last 
meeting the committee idered it desirable to have the mine inspected by Mr. Hen- 
derson, whose report they had heard read, and it was more in detail, and free from tech- 
nicalities. He (the Chairman) would remind them that it was the strong opinion of 
Mr. Henderson, in his reports of May and July, that induced them to go on, and the re- 
port just read was not very satisthetory. They had sunk a very large sum of money, 
and the question was whether they should prosecute the Pembreke Mine any further. 
Capts. Dale and Trewren were in attendance,and the meeting might wish to hear their 
views upon the subject. 

A SHAREHOLDER said, under the circumstances, would it not be better to relinquish 
the Pembroke Mine, and confine operations to the Crinnis, which there was no doubt 
would pay cost, and soon become profitable ? 

Capt. Daxe, in answer to a question, said if they had funds he should recommend 
going on for three months, as he considered a lode of that size could not be unbottomed. 
‘The lode was somewhere, but nobody could tell where. 

Capt. TREWREN said they had not seen anything yet in the cross-cut, but it was a very 
rare occurrence for a lode of the size of the Pembroke to go off. They had rich minesin 
the neighbourhood. 

Capt. DALE said there was something very mysterious about it, and he had never heard 
of a mine where a similar occurrence had taken place. 

A SHAREHOLDER said the parties present were better acquainted with mining than 
himself, and it was, no doubt, very inconvenient to becontinually draining their pockets 
by calls; but that was not the question—the question was whether they had fairly tested 
the 162 cross-cut? They had already spent 20,0007. in this one object, and it was for 
the meeting to consider whether they were merely pursuing a wild-goose chase or hada 
prospect of success, He considered they ought not to stop until they had fully tested 
the 162 cross-cut. They had the evidence of their own two captains that it was a very 
rare occurrence for a Jarge lode to disappear. At Par Consols the lode was very poor at 
the depth of the Pembroke, but they pefsevered, and have been well rewarded for their 
outlay. He had no idea that the lode was worn out, it was merely pushed some distance ; 
the error had been that they expected to cut the lode too soon. Mr. Henderson, in his 
report in July, said the lode was more perpendicular from the 100 to the 110, and why 
should it not be so from the 110 to the 120. He considered they would not act like men 
of business if they did not drive the other 13 fathoms, and he sincerely hoped they would 
not give it up until it was fairly tested. 

Mr. Sir said the question was a financial one: he agreed with going on, but they 
had debts which must be paid, and they had to consider whether it would not be pru- 
dent to stop the Pembroke Mine and work the Crinnis, that would pay its expenses. 

A SHAREHOLDER wished to know whether the machinery on the Pembroke would 
realise sufficient to pay the debts ?—The Cuarrman replied that, according to the opinions 
they had received, it would at auction prices. 

A SHAREHOLDER said they had spent 20,0007., and were now about to abandon the 
mine for a 3s. call. It had been stated that the other part of the mine would pay its 
expenses. Were they so charitable as merely to employ the people in Cornwall? If 
they were to give up one part of the mine let them give it up altogether. But he was 
for a long pull, a strong pull, and a pull altogether, and he believed they would yet be 
rewarded for their outlay. 

The CHAIRMAN considered, in a mercantile view, they ought to carry it on until they 
found it utterly hopeless, but in a pecuniary point they must stop. 

A very lengthened discussion ensued, during which several of the large shareholders 
intimated their intention of joining a new company, if formed, to carry on the operations 
at Pembroke, and eventually the following resolution was unanimously passed :— 

That for the present the 162 cross-cut be continued, but that the committee be requested 
at once to address an application to each shareholder, accompanied with a copy of Mr. 
Henderson’s report ; and that each shareholder be requested within 10 days to give a 
distinct answer to the question of continuing still further the cross-cut, or until the per- 
pendicular line of the lode be reached ; that, in case the majority of shareholders be in 
favour of discontinuing the cross-cut, the machinery and materials be valued and offered 
in the first instance to such of the shareholders as may wish to carry on the Pembroke 
part of the mine ; that this meeting be adjourned until this day month, for the purpose 
of deciding this and other questions to be submitted to it. 

A call of 6d. per share was made, and a vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the 


proceedings.

A special general meeting was held at the offices of the company, Adam’s-court, Old 
Broad-street,on Tuesday, Mr. R. T. Brown in the chair. 
Mr. DunsForp read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes of the last, 


which were confirmed. 

The CHarrMan said the object of the meeting was to ascertain how far they had suc- 
ceeded in getting in the arrears of calls. 

Mr. Dunsrorp remarked that at the previous meeting Mr. Callender, the purser, was 
instructed to hand over to the merchants the names of the principal defalters, which he 
had done, and succeeded in inducing them to proceed against one, but he had pleaded that 
he was altogether unable to pay, which upon enquiry turned out to be correct. There 
was another large shareholder in default living in Scotland, but as there were certain 
difficulties in the way the merchants were advised not to take proceedings against him. 
‘The other principal defaulters were bankrupt, and it was, therefore, for the meeting to 
consider whether they would pass a resolution to call a special meeting to forfeit the 
shares in arrear, as every means had been adopted to recover the amount, and there was 
no doubt the mine had doubled in value since they last met. He (Mr. Dunsford) had 
just received the following satisfactory letter from Capt. Harry:—‘* The lode in the 
middle adit end continues to improve as we are opening on it. It is now worth from 
20 to 25 ewts. of ore per fm. The ground is easy for driving and very congenial for the 
production of lead ore. I believe the western ground will prove the best part of the 
mine, and from present appearances it will be very cheap ground to work. All theother 
parts of the mine are much the same as when I last wrote you. I consider our present 
prospects very encouraging.” Mr. Dunsford continued, that there was a great improve- 
ment in the mine. There was no doubt the shallow adit ought tohave been driven long 
ago, as the level was in advance of the others, and there was one of two things—they 
were eithercoming down upon a shoot of ore or had a very long shoot.

The CHarrMan said they had just received a telegraphic dispatch that an additional 
10s, a ton had been offered for the last lot of ore, which made an advance of 19s. 6d. upon 
the previous parcel,—The following report was then read :— 


Sept. 30.—We beg to hand you the following report on the past operations, present 
state, and future prospects of these mines :—The engine-shaft has been sunk 9 fms. 4 ft. 
6 in., and made complete to the 226 fm. level. A tip-plat has also been cut, and the 
level extended 2 fms.

north ; the lode for the whole distance has yielded 10 cwts. of ore per fathom ; it is this 
ground that we are advancing towards and have nearly reached in the 215.

Mining Market.—We have received the following communication :— 


From Mr. James Crorts: The daily press is in a state of great excite- 
ment, and, as it appears to the writer, unnecessarily, on the subject of the Bank rate of 
discount, which the institution thinks proper to fix at 3 per cent., whilst in other quarters 
the vaine of money for this purpose is not above 24g to25g. The Bank of England, in its 
two-fbid capacity of arbiter, or regulator, of the value of money, and a discounter, is in 
this case most probably acting on the conservative principle of not making a move which 
would unquestionably tend to the introdaction of schemes of a worthless character on 
the Stock Exchange. If such be the reason, the conduct of the Bank cannot be too much 
applauded. Still the anomaly remains of 4g per cent. difference in the value of accommo- 
dations upon first-class paper between the Bank and bankers and bill brokers, a diffe- 
renee evidently to the disadvantage of Bank stock in the proportion of whatever sums 
are taken from other chanuels upon bills at the lower rate. In the meantime, there is 
not yet, in the face of such a depressed rate for money, the slightest indication of new or 
worthless undertakings making their appearance, but ratber a reaction, both in the Funds 
and in shares (such as railway stocks) from the late excitement, during which it was 
predicted that Consols would ere now be at par ; and hence a conclusion is drawn that 
the public are realising the profits made between the minimum and maximum prices, 
and which it is evident is a thoroughly wise thing todo. The effect of the pause has 
been, however, to enliven the mining market very considerably, and, in the aggregate, 
@ large business has been done, chiefly in the favourite dividend mines, which have ad- 
vanced, and are still, consequently, advancing in price ; but also in such other non-divi- 
dend stocks towards which iinprovements in the lodes justify both the extra attention 
drawn to them and the advances in price they have sustained. It can be shown, indeed, 
that from whatever point of view dividend mines are at present regarded, they are by 
far the safest investments of the day ; and for the sake of perspicuity in estimating this 
edvantage in conneetion with the present and past value (a twelvemonth since), the 
writer subjoinsa brief tabular view of the comparative values of the favourite and most 
substantial dividend mines at the periods alluded to. 

Some notice has a ly been taken of the North Minera Lead Mine, Wrexham, in 
1000 shares; but in consequence of its early and pre-eminent success, it becomes neces- 
sary to extend the review into collateral circumstances. The Minera Mine, the lodes of 
which run through North Minera, is in 1800 shares, upon which 25/. per share has been 
paid, and 30/7. 2s. 6d. per share in dividends. They also raise, besides large parcels of 
lead, a quantity of blende, asale of 70 tons, at 4/. 2s. per ton, being reported on Sept. 29 
last. The value of these shares is about 125/., om it may be more. Hence there does 
Not appear any reason why North Minera, looking at its present position and prospects, 
and in nearly half the number of shares, should not within a reasonable time be quite 
@qual to the Minera; indeed, strong predictions are hazarded that it will beso. Cer- 
tainly, even under existing circumstanoes, the shares should be looked after at their pre- 
sent almost nominal price, the reports from the mine having stimulated the market in 
@n extraordinary degree, and left large orders for the shares, almost without limits as to 
price, unexecuted. 

Marked improvements, and consequent advances in price, have taken place during the 
week in a iarger number of mines than usual. Omitting in this category the North 
Minera, the merits of which cannot be very closely appreciated, nor classed with any 
other mine at present, Great Wheal Alfred, Wheal Edward, North Frances, Bryntail, 
Lady Bertha, Kelly Bray (a large sale of ore), and North Wheal Robert, stand promi- 
nent. For ail good dividend stocks a demand has also developed itself, and amongst the 
shares most in request at, of course, advanced rates are Wheal Mary Ann, Trelawny, 
Providence, Tincroft, and West Basset. Alfred Consols and Par Consols are lower—the 
former particularly, and apparently without sufficient cause; they are undoubtedly a 
good stock to hold. The improvement in Wheal Edward is of a character to be worth 
noting, since it affects the future of the mine. They have met with ore of good quality 
in the diagonal shaft, on the north lode; whilst the 71 west, on the south lode, is also 
considerably improved. Shares are scarce. A favourable report, by Capt. C. Williams, 
appears in another part of the Journal on Wheal Florence, to which the writer refers 
wich much satisfaction. Crelake shares are buyers at 12s. 6d. A depression exists in 
several stocks, amongst which must be noted Old Tolgus United, but the holders of 
shares lately bought may be assured that it is of a temporary character, irrespective of 
the state or prospects of the mine; and whilst it is understood that it is wise to take 
advantage of a low price to buy, they may be safely recommended at the present quota- 
tions, since the shares will, within a month or six weeks, when the lode is expected to 
be cut in the 40, advance to double or treble their present value. A good business con- 
tinues to be done in them. 

Vale of Towy have also receded in price, apparently without sufficient cause, unless it 
be assigned to a smaller sale of ore than was anticipated (62 tons). It appears, how- 
ever, that some works requisite in the shaft impeded the raising of ore temporarily, and 
that the next sampling will compensate for the smallness of the present. West Gren- 
ville, Wheal Harriett, North Downs, and Pendeen continue flat, and all lower in price ; 
yet it cannot apparently be alleged that there is any falling off in these concerns to ac- 
count for the depression, and holders in all are, consequently, advised to buy rather than 
sell at present rates. Wheal Addams (copper and jead), in 4000 shares, in Christow, 
Devon (formerly a portion of Exmouth and Addams, paying dividends), it is said, will 
prove a first-rate investment.

It must be admitted that a portion of the depression here shown is owing to the re- 
duced value of metals, in consequence of the commercial crisis, and also to a failing off of 
some of the mines. The difference in price in 1858 under 1857 is, however, no less than 
30 per cent. in favour of purchases made at the present time.

8d, 
ditto, 544; Calstock Consols, 544, ditto, 444 ; Pendeen, 35%, ditto, 344. It is admitted 
that the holder of any property may ask what he pleases for it; but the above case is cited 
not to give offence to the respectable party in question, but to prove the soundness of the 
writer's assertions touching some advertised prices.—N.B. North Minera have left off 
buyers at 7/. per share. 





Rosewarye Unitep.—In previous Reviews the writer has repeatedly 
entered into a detailed explanation of the position and prospects of this mine, and re- 
marked that there were good grounds for anticipating new discoveries in deeper levels. 
In the past three months the result of the operations seem strongly to confirm this view. 
At the end of July an improvement took place in the 78, and since then the 58 has been 
Valued at 50/.perfm.

Sitver (as well as copper) ore is beginning to rank among the more 
important articles of import on the Tyne. A cargo of the former waa delivered here 
some days ago, and several importations of the latter have recently taken place, much to 
the conveuience of the alkali manufacturers, who find in the materials, after the smelter 
is done with it, a substitute for the brimstone usually obtained, at great cost, from the 
dominions of his Neapolitan Majesty. The imports of brimstone, nevertheless, into the 
United Kingdom continue to ve considerable ; for although during the month of August 
they oniy amounted to 4914 tons against 6620 tons last year, on the eight months end- 
ing hy dy they increased from 22,577 to 34,742 tons. Ofcubic nitre the quantity im- 
ported been this year 14,222 toms, against only 10,473 last.—Gateshead Observer. 


REVIEW OF BRITISH MINING FOR THE QUARTER 
ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1858, 
BY J. H. MURCHISON, ESQ. 
(Extracted from the introduction ¢> Mr. Murchison’s interesting and useful periodical.) 


On the whole, it may be said that the mines generally are looking bet- 
ter than they were three months ago, while the continued flatness in the 
prices of metals exercises an unfavourable influence on the present value df 
mining property. Trade has been for some time past in a comparatively 
inactive state, and this has doubtless affected the demand. It is to be 
hoped that a return of confidence among the mercantile community, and 
the anticipated extended trade with China and other countries, will cause 
a reaction in the existing depression. 

Tn the past quarter the sum of 85,6887. 14s. has been divided by British 
and Irish mines, against 75,491/.* in the previous quarter, and 114,9902.t 
in the corresponding quarter of 1857. ‘The whole amount paid in the first 
nine months of this year is 261,127/., against 376,037/. in the first nine 
months of 1857, showing a decease of 114,9102. The amount divided in 
the first nine months of 1856 was 333,564/. 

At the sale of copper ores in Cornwall, on July 1, the average produce 
was 6§, and the price per ton, 5/. 8s. 6d., or 16s. 44d. per unit of the pro- 
duce. On July 22 it fell to 15s, 4d. per unit; on the 29th it was 16s. 44d.; 
on Aug. 5, 17s.4d.; on the 12th and 19th of that month it fell to 16s. 74d. 
and 16s. 114d.; and on the 26th it was up again to 17s. 54d. per unit. 
From the last-named date it has gradually fallen, until Sept. 30, when ore 
of 6} produce realised way 51. Gs. per ton, or 16s. 3)d. per unit. The 
average price per unit for the quarter is 16s. 9d., against !7s. 63d. in the 
previous quarter, and 19s. 74d. in the corresponding quarter of 1857. 
Since July 1 cake copper has been lowered from 107/. 10s. to 987. per ton. 
These facts in a great measure account for diminished d.vidends.

13s. under the previous 
quarter, and 44,802/. 17s. under 1857; the price per ton has decreased 
2s, 5d. under the previous quarter, and 16s. lid. under 1857; and the 
quantity of fine copper has decreased 52 tons 4 ewts. under the previous 
quarter, and 31 tons 2 cwts. under 1857.

These are important facts, proving a considerable diminution in the pro- 
duction of copper from the mines of this country. It will be seen that the 
quantity of ore is a good deal less; and while the average produce per cent. 
(or richness of the ore) is slightly better, yet the price per ton realised is 
much lower. The total quantity of fine copper is about 450 tons (worth 
at the present low prices nearly 45,000/.) less than in the corresponding 
period of 1857; and it may be added that in the first nine months of 1857 
the yieldwas 959 tons below that for the similar period of 1856.

It appears, therefore, that the Welsh mines are the only ones which 
have increased their dividends, and that in all other descriptions there is 
a considerable decrease, The writer has anticipated this result as to Welsh 
mines in previous Reviews, and more particularly referred to it in that for 
December last. The late dry weather has seriously interfered with Welsh 
mining, one of the principal concerns (the Lisburne) being almost sus- 
pended for a time, and this will temporarily affect the dividends but before 
the end of this year another Welsh mine will probably be added to the 
Dividend List, and in 1859 several others will very likely follow. 

Attention has frequently been drawn to what is termed the Mining 
Market, but with little practical result. It was lately truly remarked by 
a daily journal that, strictly speaking, no such thing existed as a market 
for mine shares, and the present constitution of things prevents its accom- 
plishment. The fact is that the number of persons interested in this sort 
of property, and the capital invested in it, are as yet far too limited; while 
reliable information respecting the different mines is not generally known 
and understood, an« indeed is not sought for. A large majority of persons 
would not purchase shares in even the very best dividend mines at any 
price, remarking that they knew nothing about them—had never heard 
about such concerns before—that very few mines paid—that they did not 
like mines, &c.; while the same shares would be readily bought by others 
at several hundred pounds each. 

If such is the case with regard to the best dividend mines, it is much 
more so with regard to the progressive ones; and by these are meant those 
young mines which are being prosecuted with the bond fide object of prov- 
ing their value in a legitimate manner, and which, in the meantime, gene- 
rally require capital for that purpose. A few of these are, for particular 
reasons, “dealt in” occasionally by those who are said to constitute the 
“market,” but very little of the capital required for developing mines is 
found by such parties.

Handyside and 
Co., Derby, have just completed some immense rolling mills, which are to 
be fixed at some extensive iron-works near the centre of the Russian em- | 
pire. The ved of the mills is 50 ft. long and 10 ft. wide, the form being 
something like the bed of a large lathe or boring machine. It is cast in 
lengths, for }he convenience of carriage, and strongly bolted together by iren clips. The 
weight of iron in the bed is 25 tons. There are two sets of rollers, each roller being 
614 ft. long and 2 ft. diameter; these are connected by massive coupling shafts and boxes, 

driven by massive spur pinions at one end. Tables cast with perforated holes and 
ribs, to let the scales of the hot iron pass through, and to prevent unnecessary frictjott, 
are placed in front of the rollers on which the iron is passed over.

Lientine Quarries with Gas—Festixiog State Quarries, Car- 
NARVONSHIRE.—Some short time since their appeared in our Journal particulars of the 
lighting of the first slate quarry with gas. The gas-works appear to be answering :most 
admirably, as the proprietor, Mr. Samuel Holland, wrote a day or two since to the engi- 
neer of the works, Mr. Geo. Walcott, of London, stating that the gas apparatus continued 
to work very satisfactorily ; as a proof, in consequence of the rock having been worked 
some distance in advance of the first gas-burners fixed, a gasfitter has been engaged to 
carry forward the lights; while the fitter was so engaged the gas had been turned off 
other openings. When there was no gas-light the quarrymen remarked to the foreman 
that they might as well go home until the gasfitter had finished. The men were then 
desired to proceed with their quarrying work with candles; this they objected to, say- 
ing that candles would not afford them snfficient light. Mr. Holland further adds that 
much more work is done in those places where the gas is in use than where it is still 
lighted with candles. 


Kryo’s Cottece.—Yesterday, Prof. Tennant, F.G.S., commenced his 
first course of lectures on Mineralogy, with a view to facilitate the study of geology and 
the application of mineral snbstances in the arts. The course commences with a de- 
scription of the physical and chemical character of minerals in general; crystallisation, 
cleavage, streak, hardness, lustre, and the other physical characteristics, are treated of 
The use of the blow-pipe is practically shown, as well as the action of acids. Theearthy 
minerals are first described, after which those of a combustible nature; the course con- 
cluding with the application of minerals used in jewellery, the whole beinz illustrated 
by specimens. The second term, which wil! commence after the Christmas vacation, 
treats of Geology and Mining. In this course, descriptive geology is treated, as well as 
the classification of rocks intoaquerous, volcanic, plutonic,and metamorphic ; their com- 
position is described, and the primary, secondary, and tertiary series, with all their dif- 
ferent sub-divisions, explained, as well as the phenomena under which they oerur. 
The last term, at Easter, is on Practical Geology in its application to mining, engineering. 
architecture, and agriculture. Granites, syenites, prophyries, greenstones, serpentine, 
limestones, sandstones, and clays, &., are described, and the mineral particular to each 
noticed. The application of geology to pursuits connected with mining operations for 
coal, tron, copper, lead, tin, silver, gold, mercury, antimony, zinc, cobalt, &e., will be 
specially considered. The student is directed how to proeeed in examining a new 
country, to collect and record his specimens in order to render them useful to more ex- 
perienced geologists at home. The Museum contains a well arranged collection of 
minerals, rocks, and specimens of building stones. In order more fully to exemplify 
the application of the actence, the Professor accompanies his class to various museums 
in London, including the Museum of Practical Geology and the British Museum, also 
on excursions into the country, in which the actual field work of the geologist is ex- 
plained and illustrated. There is an examination at the close of the course, by which

ior was incomplete, &c.; so that he considered them unsafe, and he did 
yt descend the pit. We are by no means disposed to find fault with Mr. 
DickINSON for his conservative notions where the safety of his own life

aout it until he had received notice to attend an inquest on the bodies of 
the unfortunate men whose lives were thus endangered. As a reason for 
inficting a heavy penalty on the owner, Mr. Dickinson urges “ the dan- 
ver to life resulting in the neglect, and that one miner in every 224 was 
filed.” We are by no means disposed to defend, or to attempt to excul- 
the manager of this colliery, or to admit the validity of the excuse, 
that “ the defects existed in consequence of the shaft not having been used 
util recently,” for he was highly culpable in thus endangering the safety 
of the men in his employment: but we contend that the existence of a 
cllicxy in such a state is incompatible with the supposition that the In- 
has properly and efficiently discharged his duty. It is obvious 
fom the whole tenour of the proceedings that Mr. Dickinson had never 
previously inspected this colliery, for had he done so, we have a right to 
asume that he would have resorted to the powers vested in him by the 
ith section of the Act, and insisted upon the mine and machinery being 
ina proper and safe condition. 

If we are to wait for this being done until an accident occurs, what bet- 
ter are we for the Inspectors? We had inquests and enquiries before the 
passing of the Act of 1850, and it was to prevent the necessity of these 
that legislative interference was sought for and obtained. Has this legis- 
lation effected its object? Has the loss of life and the occurrence of acci- 
dents in coal mines diminished in anything like the proportion we had 
reasonable grounds to anticipate ? And is there that amount of improve- 
ment in the management and working of collieries which the Act of Par- 
liament is eminently calculated to produce ? We answer in the negative, 
and ascribe the failure to the Inspectors. ‘The instances of non-inspection 
adduced, and that noticed in the columns of the Journal last week, are by 
no means exceptional cases. We are informed on good authority that 
there are hundreds of collieries in Great Britain in the same predicament. 
And these neglected mines are generally those in which the least capital 
is invested, the worst management and the least intelligence prevail, and 
in which the greatest number of accidents occur. 

According to Mr, Hunt’s Mining Records (1856), there are 2594 col- 
leries in Great Britain, and as there are twelve Inspectors, it gives an ave- 
rage of 216 mines to each Inspector. We have no wish to overwork these 
gentlemen, or to ask anything that is unreasonable of them, when we say 
that the whole of these mines ought to have been inspected at least three 
times since the passing of the first Act of Parliament, in 1850; and in so 
saying, we bear in mind that originally there were only four Inspectors, 
and that they were afterwards increased to the present number. 

It is evident that the evil of which we complain cannot be remedied by 
increasing their number, for no one can say that they are overtasked by 
inspecting two or even three collieries in a week. And we wish it to be 
understood that by inspection we mean a thorough personal examination 
of the underground works, and not a mere ten minutes’ saunter on the 

i's bank, and a chat with the banksman, or othcr workmen that may 

to be there. We do not want more Inspectors, but more inspec- 
tion, and this we must have, if the Act is not to be a “delusion and a 
snare.” How best to obtain and secure this is a question which we sub- 
mit to the consideration of our readers, and upon which we invite the opi- 
nions of our correspondents. The present Act expires in 1860; and it is 
time to consider and discuss how it may be improved on its again being 
submitted to Parliament for the purpose of being re-enacted. The expe- 
rience we have had of its operation and effects shows that it is defective in 
its administrative machinery, as well as in some of its other provisions, 
and that some important improvements are required to make it what it 
was intended to be—an efficient means of preventing accidents in mines. 








The Manchester Guardian, in reply to a correspondent, who seems to 
have asked information as to some particular enterprise, says we “* should 
treat all mining schemes with great distrust.” This is a sweeping con- 
clusion to arrive at, and compels us to ask, why “ mining schemes ” only?

ture to affirm that, although the mining interests have not failed to suffer 
from the effects of the rash dealings in other commercial businesses, they 
will yet stand comparison with any branch of British industry, both in the 
Straightforward management of their affairs, and in the profitable results 
which have attended them. : 

It is too often the case that unguarded writers, remembering only, per- 
haps, instances in which they, or their friends, hoping to realise a sudden

Profit reaped by somebody else, or the day of returns wearyingly post 
poned; and, forgetting the enormous dividends on invested capital yielded 
by British mines, speak of mining as if the chances of profit were immea- 
surably less than in other fields of enterprise; nay, as if loss were almost 
inevitable. It may be useful to remind such persons that facts and figures 
aa incontrovertibly to the opposite conclusion. As evidence of this, we 
will briefly allude to a few of the principal mines.

6d.; and so 
om throughout a numerous list; but these facts are so patent that it really 
Seems superfluous to reiterate them, and we merely do so to show the error 
mo which our contemporary has been led. Mining, when properly con- 
ducted, is not. more speculative than any other mercantile pursuit ; but 
Success in this branch, as in any other, must depend on the system pursued 
and energy displayed.

Onsome other occasion we will more 
particularly allude to this pamphlet, and will only now further avail our- 
selves of it by transcribing a paragraph, which is sound in argument, true 
in fact, and quite to our present purpose. “ The desirability of any given 
class of undertakings,” says Mr. Pixe, “as channels for investment must 
be calculated in an equal ratio to their remunerative capabilities, in com- 
rison with other competing securities, and if this dictum be sound, then 
it follows as an irrefragable conclusion, that mining for metallic ores in 
this country is beyond all others a most profitable, and, by consequence, 
most desirable business operation, as in no other department of British 
industry has there ever been realised such large returns on judiciously ex- 
pended capital.” 

Our present Journal teems, in fact, with matter corroborative of the view 
we have taken of mining. The sales of copper ore for the quarter, which 
we furnish in detail, give a total value of no less than 242,979/. 8s. 6d., 
from Cornwall and Devon ticketings alone; and 121,043. 16s. 6d., from 
Irish and foreign ores sold at Swansea ; making altogether a general total 
of 364,0238/., or at the rate of 1,456,922. for the year, yet there is a large 
falling off in the present statement as compared with former returns. In 
Mr. J. H. Murcutson’s able Review of British Mining for the-last three 
months, from which we extract largely in ancther column, and recommend 
to the perusal of our readers, we find that theamount of dividends paid by our 
home mines during that period was 85,6887. 14s.; and that 261,127/. 14s. 
were so appropriated during the nine months ending Sept. 30, several un- 
dertakings having made division of profits at earlier periods of the year 
which did not do so during the last quarter. The fair estimate, therefore, 
is that upwards of 300,000/. will be distributed amongst the respective 
shareholders as dividends up to Christmas; netwithstanding, as we have 
already observed, there has been a great deduction in the amount of busi- 
ness in ores and metals, and a serious falling off in their market value, atid 
which has led, as Mr. Murcuison remarks, to a difference of 114,910/. 
between the divided profits of the nine months of this year compared with 
the same months of 1857. Surely all this is enough to satisfy the most 
captious that mining is no insignificant branch of England’s commercial 
wealth, and that investment in the various enterprises does not require 
more caution than is used by every prudent man before he lays out his 
money in any undertaking whatever. 








We quite coincide with our contemporary, the Daily News, in the ex- 
pressed opinion that a broader basis for operations in mining shares than 
at present exists is a great desideratum ; but we must run counter to the 
gloomy views which he takes with respect to mining. We have constantly 
advocated a better system of interchange between the public and the bro- 
kers, and urged repeatedly the establishmentof an Exchange, on such a foot- 
ing that all parties associated with this branch of British industry might 
transact the necessary business with promptness and regularity. The 
magnitude of the interest involved is shown by the returns made monthly 
from the Board of Trade, where the exports of the various produce of our 
mines, either in ore or manufactures, is concisely recorded ; so that our 
statement is not one of caprice or hazard, when we say our contemporary 
is quite beside the mark in asserting there is lack of capital, and general 
reluctance to invest in such means of employment for money. In various 
parts of our own columns of this day there is much statistical evidence on 
the point, and in another article we allude more specially to these autho- 
rities. The results shown could not be arrived at, if there were want of 
either money or energy. As in other classes of commercial enterprise, so 
in mining there is now a general curtailment of business, which is the ne- 
cessary consequence of a falling off in the demands for transmarine mar- 
kets, and of speculative shipments to our various colonies and other places 
of large consumption ; but it cannot be shown that there is a decrease in 
mining operations while increased activity is experienced in other depart- 
ments of trade andcommerce. All are contingent on each other, and not- 
withstanding there may be an occasional impetus given to one more than 
another, the general bearing is as stated. There has been, for a long 
time, a most extraordinary apathy on the part of the public, and although 
money is more abundant than perhaps has ever before been known, yet 
there is an almost total absence of speculation, or indeed a desire even to 
invest in other securities than those of the Government. It is, therefore, 
not extraordinary that many new projects are not introduced ; but the few 
which have been before the moneyed world have been suctessful. In the 
North Rhine Copper Mining Company of South Australia, for instance— 
a most legitimate case in point—a project wholly and solely connected 
with mining, within a fortnight after the first announcement the payments 
made to the bankers were greatly in excess of the shares to be allotted, 
anda considerable sum was returned to the applicants, although every share 
was appropriated. On the whole, we consider that mining interests are 
assuming a much more cheerful appearance; and we opinc that, despite 
the gloomy view taken of things by our contemporary, there will be in- 
creased activity in every branch as the autumn advances, and our capi- 
talists return from their summer excursions and customary holidays ; and 
that with this activity several mining enterprises will be announced, worthy 
the consideration and support of the public. 








The legitimate success attained by the Norra Rawne Coprer Mrnine 
Company or Sout Avustra.ia has provoked, apparently, a feeling of 
envy, and induced some malicious persons to give currency to a statement 
wholly at variance with the facts as to the progress of this enterprise. A 
weekly contemporary, in enumerating and commenting on the failures this 
season of joint-stock projects, classed the North Rhine Mining Company 
as one that had “ failed to induce applications for shares, or to necessitate 
allotments.”” Our contemporary, the Daily News, also gave insertion, on 
Thursday last, to a correspondent’s communication, in which it was asked 
“How is it that the North Rhine Mining Company still continues to ad- 
vertise for subscribers ?”’ and, inferentially implied that a statement made 
by ourselves, in the Jonrnal of Aug. 21, was incorrect. Toshow that the 
contrary was the fact, as respects the Mininc Journat, and in justice to 
the shareholders of the North Rhine Mine, we transcribe a portion of a 
letter from the manager of that company, which appeared in the Daily 
News of yesterday, and fully confirms our remarks :— ; 

“ So far from this company advertising for, or requiring, subscribers, I have to mention 
that the statement in the Mining Journal, referred to by “ A Looker-on,” is strictly 
correct : it is true that “the application for shares in the North Rhine Copper Mining 
Compauy of South Australia exceeded by many thousands the number to be disposed of, 
and that within 10 days after the company’s first advertisement appeared the capital 
was subscribed for.” The company was first publicly announced on Aug. 4; the appli- 
sation list was closed August 18 ; the full allotment ofshares was made August 25, and 
cheques for a large amount of deposits paid in excess were forwarded to the respective 
applicants on Sept. 1. Thecertificate of shares will be ready for delivery ina few days.” 

Obloquy is frequently thrown on all mining enterprises which fail to 
rove productive, and excuse can be made for the feelings of disappointed 
persons; but when a company of position and substance, holding out fair 
and equitable terms for a desirable and lucrative field of enterprise, is, by 
reason alone of its legitimate success, aspersed, it can be attributed solely 
to sinister motives. Our readers will remember that a few days after this 
company was first publicly announced, after a careful perusal of the pro- 
spectus and proper enquiry, we state our assurance that the project was 
bona fide, and one that presente a field for most profitable investment ; 
and expressing, at the same time, our conviction, from the character of 
the ore and the high respectability of the parties who made the assays, 
that the North Rhine Mine would, when fully developed, be a formidable 
rival to the Burra Burra. The closing paragraph of the manager’s reply 
tends materially to confirm our view in this respect to the utmost. He 
says—“I take this opportunity to mention that 125 bags of copper ore 
from the North Rhine Mine, forwarded last week to Swansea for sale, give 
a yield of no less an average than 28% per cent. of pure copper, and will 
most probably be sold at the next ticketing, when the returns will be offi- 
cially made.” The directors.of the Burra Burra, in their report of Oct. 21, 
1857, from Adelaide, state that “the yield of the Burra Burra Mine, for 
the past half-year, amonnts to 5724 tons of ore, of an estimated average of 
24 per cent. of copper;” so that, in fact, the North Rhine Copper Mine, 
from its crude and surface workings alone, produces an average of 28} per 
cent. of pure copper, being 4} per cent. over the Burra Burra, conse- 
quently justifying our comments and opinions to the fullest extent; while, 
in further testimony of the value of this property, we draw attention to a 
letter from Mr. Harris, a metallurgist, in another column. 

The shareholders of the North Rhine Copper Mining Company are evi- 





dently, therefore, embarked ina project of unusual promise, and we would 


caution them not to give ready credence to anonymous assertions of a de- 
preciatory nature, which, most probably, emanate from those who desire 
to take up their position. We cannot refrain, moreover, from expressing 
some surprise that more caution has not been used by our contemporaries 
than to give insertion to such self-condemnatory communications . 








In another column we publish the substauce of the Reports of the In- 
spectors of Coal Mines for 1857, from which it will be seen that the loss 
of life from all causes in the collieries of England and Scotland has in- 
creased from 1027 deaths in 1856, to 1122 in 1857; although the number 
of separate accidents has decreased from 801 to 760. But for the awful 
casualty on Feb. 19, 1857, at Lund Hill, where 189 persons were killed 
by one explosion, there would have been a considerable diminution; and 
the complaint is now, not that the inspection is an interference with the 
liberty of the coalowner, but that the Inspectors do not visit the collieries 
under their care so frequently as could be wished; there can be no doubt 
that the working of the Act will produce far greater results in future. 
Coalowners begin to express their readiness to act upon the suggestions of 
the Inspectors; and the Inspectors now seem ready to acknowledge that, 
their appointment being made to prevent accidents, rather than to record 
them after they have happened, a more rigorous inspection is absolutely 
required. With a little more attention from the Inspectors, and the ex- 
tension of education as proposed by Mr. Wynne, we may anticipate that 
colliery accidents will be reduced to the minimum, and that those most 
opposed to the Act, upon its first becoming law, will be ready to admit 
that it has been productive of the most beneficial effects to the workmen, 
and has been the means of improving the system of conducting colliery 
operations to a very satisfactory extent. 

The number of separate accidents from explosions in 1857 was only one 
above that for 1856; and both the separate accidents, and the number of 
lives lost from falls of roof, coal, sides of workings, and in shafts, have 
materially decreased,—a fact which cannot but be considered as satisfac- 
tory. The number of deaths occurring in the raising of a given quantit 
of coal has increased —64,751 tons having been raised in 1856 for each life 
lost; whilst in 1857 only 69,769 tons were raised for each death; but the 
Lund Hill explosion more than accounts for the difference. 

On the whole, the Reports are satisfactory, and we may predict that the 
next will remove all cause of complaint, as the coalowners will hence- 
forth throw noobstacle in the way of the Inspectors, and the Inspectors 
fully understana What the public require of them. 








CLARIDGE AND ROPEX'S PATENT FOR AN IMPROVED 
MODE OF MANUF.SCTURING COKE. 


The objects sought to be obtained by the patentees, consist in the appli- 
cation of the waste gases of blast-furnaces, or othes unutilised combustible 
gases, for the purpose of causing the coking, or carbon,sation, of coal in 
coke ovens, either alone or as an auxiliary to the ordinary proves of coking, 
and in the use of steam for the purpose of desulphurising coke. 

To effect these objects they proceed as follows :—The coke oven they 
employ is furnished with a false, perforated bottom, placed a short distance 
above the true one, to receive the charges of coal to be operated upon. 
Under the false bottom a current of any unutilised combustible | gases is 
admitted, after the oven has been charged in the usual way, sufficient air 
being allowed to enter to insure the combustion of the gas. The heat so 
produced will cause, or assist, the coking of the coal contained in the oven, 
the heat being diffused as uniformly as possible under the false bottom, by 
means of partitions deflecting the direct course of the flame, or by any other 
simple means. It is, of course, necessary to have a stack in connection 
with the flame-space under the oven, and by means of a damper on this 
stack the heat of the oven may, in a great measure, be regulated. The 
combustible gases may also, if desired, be applied at the top or sides of the 
oven, with suitable modifications; and the patentees point out that the 
flame-spaces, whether at top, bottom, or sides, need not of necessity be 
separated from the internal contents of the oven by perforated partitions, 
the perforations being more for the application of stea1a than the waste 
gases. When the conversion of the coal into coke is effected, which is in- 
dicated roughly by the disappearance of heavy, yellowish-red flame in the 
oven, and while the coke is still at its maximum degree of heat, the supply 
of inflammable gases is cut off, and a current of steam admitted under the 
false perforated bottom, its escape to the stack being checked as much as 
possible. Or the steam may be applied from the commencement of the 
operation of coking, and in that case, if it is desired to use the waste gases, 
they must be applied at the top or sides of the oven. When any sulphurous 
coals are operated upon, it is advantageous to provide for the combined use 
of the waste gases and the steam at the same time, so that the steam may 
be applied for a longer period. The steam passed under the false bottom 
is forced through the perforations into the coke oven, where it is retained 
under pressure as much as possible, by closing all apertures from the oven, 
so that the coke may be thoroughly permeated by the steam, which being 
decomposed by the sulphide of iron, or other sulphide present, the hydrogen 
combines with the sulphur of the sulphide, carrying it off in the gaseous 
state. In the case of extremely sulphury coals, the patentees recommend 
the use of superheated steam, so that the decomposing action may be ex- 
erted for the longest period. It is evident that the steam required for de- 
sulphurising the coke may be raised by means of the waste heat of the coke 
ovens themselves; and also, when necessary, arrangements micht easily 
be made for superheating the steam by the same heat ; so that, in 10Ct, the 
expense of desulphurising coke in the way'pointed out resolves itself sinaply 
into a question of first cost, and a small item for wear and tear. 

The coke, after steaming sufficiently, may be cooled in the usual way ; 
but the patentees show that by continuing the use of steam the coke is ex- 
tinguished, and being thus in an anhydrous state, or nearly so, is pecu- 
liarly adapted for particular purposes. The patentecs have operated upor 
one of the most sulphury coals in South Wales, and, by the application of 
steam, have rendered the coke from this coal serviceable for the cupola, 
finery, and blast-furnace, to none of which uses it was previously adapted. 
They have also applied the same means for the desulphurisation of mineral 
charcoal, or soft coke, as it is more frequently called, with the most satis- 
factory results—tin-plates made with this fuel being considered equal to 
those made with charcoal. 

In calling the attention of our readers to the above patent—that part of 
which referring to the desulphurisation of coke strikes us as most impor- 
tant—we would point fo a statement made by Mr. Roper at the last meet- 
ing of the South Wales Institute of Engineers bearing on this question. 
It is to this effect, that the large quantity of sulphur in British pig-iron is 
due to the sulphur in the coke used in its manufacture, and adduced the 
following facts in proof :—That the average of 44 analyses of the iron ores 
of Great Britain gave ‘083 per cent. of sulphur; while the average of 51 
analyses of coke pig-iron, representing the chief makes of the country. 
gave °42 per cent. of sulphur, and some samples contained 2 per cent. of 
this excessively injurious element, which is evidently not obtained from 
the iron ores; but if the percentage of sulphur in coke is considered—1-25 
per cent. as the average of 25 analyses of the coke as commonly used—the 
source of the sulphur in the pig is very apparent. Mr. Roper also pointed 
out the wide difference in the price of charcoal and coke pig made from 
the same ore, which he said amounted to as much as 5/. 10s. per ton, and 
stated his belief that the difference iz the two materials was in a great 
measure due to the presence of sulphur in the one, and its absence in the 
other. These facts are worthy the serious attention of our readers, and 
render the advantages of such a simple and inexpensive plan of desulphur- 
ising coke as that embodied in the patent peculiarly striking and important. 








Crrcutar Sarety-Cace—Guipe-rops SurersepEep.—With one or 
two exceptions, safety-cages have ever been constructed to work upon guide- 
rods; and where it has been proposed to abandon the use of rods, the safety 
of the contrivance has professedly depended much upon chance: thus, in 
the invention which Mr. Butler Clough described, and generously presented 
to the public instead of patenting it, the safety depended upon the sharp 
end of a pole engaging in the side of a shaft, and other contrivances have 
been far more unsatisfactory. Without attempting to prove that an equal 
amount of safety may be obtained without guide-rods as with them, we must 
allude to the invention patented by Messrs. Barnes and Loach, as very in- 
genious, and worthy the consideration of those interested in mining opera- 
tions. +The inventors state their object to be the construction of a safety- 
skip for raising and lowering miners, in such a manner that they shall be 
perfectly secure against injury from the accidental breaking of the rope or 
chain to which such skip may be suspended; nor are the occupants while 
ascending or descending liable to be injured by any debris falling down 
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the pit during the time they may be in it; and while they thus secure per- 
fect safety, they avoid the necessity of guide-rods, which involve a consi- 
derable expense, not only in their first construction, but also in the conti- 
nuous repairs neces The cage consists of a circular frame and conical 
roof, connected with three or more standards, to which the bottom trame 
or run is attached. Within the standards a cage is placed, provided with 
seats for accommodating the miners, and the cage is held by being con- 
nected with the hook by which the skip is suspended; connected with the 
top frame from below the roof expanding radial arms or buffers are fixed 
in such a way that when the rope or chain, or principle of suspension is 
destroyed, the weight of the inner cage, with its Qceupants, not orly presses 
on the radial levers, causing them to be thrown out, but simultaneously 
allows the radial arms, or buffers, to Gxtend also, thus making the skip, 
from its own weight and construc*ion, to jam, and hol itself in the pit 
shaft. The skip thus jammed qill sustain itself until a rope is attached, 


and the whole again suspeided., 








Tae MINING axp INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS or CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST COMNWALL.) 

Oct. 7.—The low price of copper rendered it no matter of surprise that 
the standard again declined last week ; but it is not expected to fall much 
more, because the general belief is that a slight improvement in trade 
will have the effect of advancing the price of the metal ‘The manufacturers 
may well complain of the fluctuations. They are, no doubt, put to serious 

OSS, ON very many occasions, by the erratic and uncertain movements of 
the smelters, who have the power in their own hands, on the one side, of 
giving what they please to the miners for their ores, and, on the other, of 


sumption supplies are being sought for, though not to a very large extent. 
In the Aberdare Valley the works are comparatively busy, and the Aber- 
dare tron Company are at present engaged in rebuilding two of the largest 
blast-furnaces. The mill atid forge at Blaenavon is in progress, and we 
understatid that one or two improvements are contemplated in the Clydach 
Works. All this shows that a feeling of greater confidence is spreading, 
and that the ironmasters see reasons for believing the long course of slack- 
ness which they have experienced to be coming to an end. - 

With regard to the Tin Trade, there is nothing new to communicate, 
affairs remaining iti precisely the sattie state as when we last wrote.

From the Exhibition of the Royal Cornwall Polyteclinic Socicty, last 
week, it is gratifying to see that Cornishmen are endeavouring to improve 
the machinery of mines. Tin dressing has always heen very expensive, 
and any real improvement in the process would he of great importance to 
the tin mines of the county. Capt. Pearse, of Dolcoath Mince, exhibited a 
model of an improved machine for the purpose, which, it appears, saves a 
considerable amount of labour; it is in use at Doleoath, and has effected a 
saving to the adventurers of 250/.a year. The judges awarded it a second 
silver medal, and 20s. for the model. The object of the intention is to 
concentrate the dressing within very narrow limits, so that the operation 
may be more fully under the eye of the captain, and to economise labour 
and cost.—Another invention was by Capt. Skewes, of Wheal Seton. It 
consisted of the model of an improved process for dressinz copper ores from 
the shaft’s mouth. This machine was erected at Whea! Seton 12 months 
ago, and has been in operation ever since, with decided advantage. The 
advantages of the process are, the complete separation of the ores into four 
different sizes, thus doing away with the expense of riddling, the tine being 
sufficiently small to be taken to the jigging hutches without further reduc- 
tion; and a spout of water is employed to wash the dirt from the larger 
stones, so as t%) exhibit their qualities. The judges awarded this machine 
a second silver medal.—An improved method of lifting stamps was exhi- 
bited by Mr. John Adams, of Yorth Roskear Mine, and was awarded a 
first bronze medal. It effects its purpose of lifting and lowering stamps in 
the direction of their gravity, and thus prevents the friction which occurs 
in ordinary stamps.—There were three models of steam-pump valves ex- 
hibited by different persons, all professing to be improvements on the pre- 
sent system of valves. The judges preferred a clack valve, by Mr. Sims, 
of Scorrier, and awarded it a first bronze medal. The peculiarity of this 
invention is in the application of a wood and leather beat in the valve. By 
the present system the clothing of the valve is a matter of some expense, 
and is also imperfect—An improved drill for mining purposes was exhi- 
bited by Mr. N. Sara, and was awarded a second bronze medal. It is at 
present very laborious and expensive to bore a hole in hard ground. This 
machine professes to obviate the necessity for so much manual labour as is 
now required, and it is very ingenious, as it admits of the borer being ap- 
lied at any angle.—Mr. Wilton, of St. Day, exhibited a miners’ theodo- 
ite, with improved arrangements. Mr. Wilton has been known for many 
years as a manufacturer of excellent dialling instruments.—Several beau- 
tifully constructed motels of steam-engines were exhibited; ang Capt. 
William Vivian was awarded a first bronze medal for observations on the 
erystalline forms of the native metals, and on the polished surfaces of rocks. 
Mr. Robert Hunt’s scheme for the establishment of a ‘“« Miners’ Institu- 
tion of Cornwall and Devonshire” appeared in the Mining Journal of last 
week, and was brought under the consideration of the Polytechnic Society. 
The scheme appears to be admirably adapted to promote the advancement 
of mining as a science, by the collection, amongst other things, of the oh- 
servations of practical men. Another scheme, I am informed, was sub-. 
mitted from the Council of the Royal Institution of Corawall; and a third 
from the Rev. J. Punnett, a gentleman who has taken much interest in the 
Polytechnic and other societies of the county. he subject of mining edn- 
cation is a most important one, and deserves to be remarked upon at length | 
on a future occasion.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. | 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.) 

Oct. 7.—Nothing has occurred since last week to affect unfavourably 
the improved position of the market which we then noted. There is, un- 
questionably, more animation prevailing throughout the entire district, in 
Glamorganshire, perhaps, to a greater extent than in Monmouthshire. The 
demand for all descriptions of iron. but especially for bars and rails, is 
becoming more regular, and orders are not so scarce as they were a month 
or two ago. There is no indication yet in any quarter of an advance in 
the wages of the colliers, nor can we expect to witness any till the early 
part of next year. If no relapse into utter dulness is sustained before that 
period, the masters may probably be enabled to brine things to something 
approaching their former state, but, of course. the greatest uncertainty rests 
upon this point. The anticipations of receiving favourable advices from 
America in the course of the present month are now general, and should 





they be realised a great deal of good will be effected. For home con- 


The works at Rhymney have been materially retarded this season by 
the deficiency of water. This has aggravated the evils which necessarily 
arise at the best of times from depression in trade, and rendered the work 
of the manager, Mr. Johnson, more arduous and difficult than it would 
otherwise have been; moreover, other causes have conspired to increase the 
anxieties of his position. A serious boiler explosion took place there not 
long ago, and other casualties have occurred. Notwithstanding which, 
however, the concern is in a healthy state, and will quickly recover from 
the influence of adverse circumstances. Matters are taking a more favour- 
able turn—orders are beginning to appear in better force, and the weather 
will prevent the repetition of inconveniences such as that to which we have 
referred. The men, too, have great confidence in their employers, and 
there has been no disagreement at the works for some time. Of course a 
rise in wages is anxiously looked for, but they seem willing to wait till the 
times permit of their receiving it. There is, in fact, no disturbance be- 
tween the masters and mon now in the district. One or two partial out- 
breaks were nipped in the bud some little time back, and since then we 
have heard nothing of strikes, or even ‘** deputations ” to masters. It is to 
be hoped the Aberdare story will never again be repeated. 

The local railway schemes through the iron districts are not making 
very rapid progress. The Vale of Clwyd Railway, however, was opened 
for traffic on Tuesday, and will be found useful in that part of Wales. It 
is about 12 miles in length, and the first sod was cut on August 7, 1857. 
The Merthyr and Abergavenny project remains almost in abeyance, no 
meetings having been held since that at Tredegar, three weeks ago. We 
hear, however, that the shares are being gradually taken up. 

At the Vale of Towy Lead Works, on Monday, a man named Daniel 
Jordan, in the employ of the company, was engaged in emptying a skip 
full of lead ore into the tram; by some means his arm became entangled 
between the pulley and the chain, the latter cutting him very severely. 
His hand was torn open, and his arm broken a little below the elbow. 
Assistance was at once procured, and the man removed to the Infirmary, 
where he is progressing towards recovery. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


[FROM OUR CORRCSPONDENT) 





Oct. 7.—The remarks we made last week respecting the Coal and Iron 
trades here will apply equally to their position at present, nothing new 
to notice haymg occurred with respect to the demand for those products. 

We have, however, to refer to the serious colliery accident in South 
This colliery 
belongs to the Hartlepool Dock and Railway Company, who work exten- 
sive collieries near Bishop's Anckland. A fire was discovered at the Page 
Bank Pit, at 8 o’clock, a.., on Thursday last, Sept. 30. The brattice in 
the shaft was found to be on fire at a point 20 fms. from the surface. The 
tire was discovered by the back overman, Kellett, who descended the shaft 
atthat time. He met the overman, Mould, at the bottom of the shaft, when 
they ascended together in order to make an examination, Kellet being on 
the top of the cage, and Mould in the cage; and, in ascending, a fragment of 
the burning brattice fell and knocked Kellett from his place down the 
shaft, which caused his death. Monld arrived at the surface in safety; 
and from this time no communication could be had with the bottom, the 
fire having it appears at once assumed the most alarming appearance. 
From the extremely rapid progress made by the fire, we would certainly 
draw the inference that a great portion of it had been in a very dry state. 
Nothing, therefore, was now possible to be done, except to pour water 
down the shaft as freely as possible, which was effected by means of several 
fire-engines, water carts, &c. It was ascertained that 45 men and boys 
were in the pit, and of course the greatest anxiety was felt as to their 
fate, as no other outlet existed, the shaft being single from the depth of 
20 fathoms, the total depth being 44 fathoms. The shaft from this point— 
that is, 20 fathoms from the surtace to the bottom—was divided into three 
portions by means of a wooden brattice, the descending column of air 
passing down two of those divisions, and the ascending column passing up 
the third division. The brattice continued burning with great fury until 
the forenoon of Friday. The awful scene around the burning pit may be 
better imagined than described, as scarcely any reasonable hope could be 
entertained that any of the men would remain alive. The wives and other 
relations of the men endured during all this time the greatest mental agony. 
On the forenoon of this day the fire was so far subdued that the workmen 
succeeded in getting within a few fathoms of the bottom of the shaft, 
when they ascertained that the bulk of the men were still alive, and some 
food and stimulants were sent down to them, and a little later they happily 
succeeded in reaching the bottom, although the fire still partially raged, 
and the work of extricating the poor sufferers fairly commenced. The 
greatest courage ancl perseverance was, as usual, shown on the part of the 
men in their endeavours to save the lives of their fellow-workmen : it is 
impossible to praise too highly the noble conduct of the men in this re- 
spect. The excitement was great when the first men were brought up, and 
they stated that all the men were alive. The work of bringing them up 
to the light of day progressed so rapidly that at 4.50 p.m. 75 men and 
boys were saved, many of them very ill it is true, but all fully expected to 
recover ; the remaining 19 were dead—tive of them being men and five

| boys. Certainly a very serious and lamentable loss of valuable lives ; still 


the result, we consider, to very much more favourable than could possibly 
be anticipated by the most sanguine, considering the perilous circumstances 
of the case. The fire continued to rage after the men were got out, and 
the coal in the drift, which communicates with the staple, which is 20 fms. 
from the surface, was ignited. In order to overcome this the staple has 
been filled with rubbish, and the fire finally got out on Tuesday last ; but 
they are not able at present to do down the shaft, as a blower of gas ex- 
ists, and the pit 1s filled with inflamable air, so that the ventilation will 
require to be restored before access can he got to the workings. ‘The in- 
quest was opened on Saturday last, but adjourned to Wednesday next. 
Further comment on this awful occurrence we must defer until next week.

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‘The increase in the number of lives lost by accident in the South Durham 
(Mr. ATEINsoN’s) district is accounted for vy the increased quantity of coal raised, and 
iu the considerable number of new and unaccustomed workmen it has been necessary to 
iuitroduce into the mines to supply the places of a great imany regular colliers who have 
emigrated.. Mr. Atkinson remarks that if the underground agents of collieries would 
abstain from employing boys as pony drivers until they are older, better aware of and 
more able to escape the dangers by which they are surrounded, than many of them are 
at present, he should anticipate less fatality to life than accoiapanies that employment at 
the present time. And although mere age is not always a true guide as to the ability 
and discretion of a boy, and the amount of danger to which they are exposed varies to a 
great extent in different situations, he doubts the propriety of employing boys as pony 
drivers in mines under the age of 14, as is too often the case at present. There were only 
two lives lost in his district from explosions of fire-damp, although, from the large quan- 
ties of explosive gases generated and given off in many of the mines, the district may be 
considered as naturally liable to casualties of this Chaiacter in a comparatively high 
degree. Mr. Atkinson conciudes his report by observing that considerable efforts are be- 
ing made to obtain funds for the establishment and endowment of a Mining and Manu- 
facturing College, proposed to be erected in the neighbourhood of Newcastle-on-Tyne ; and 
as great pecuniary aid has been promised toward this object by his grace the Duke of 
Northumberland, on condition of the remainder of the necessary funds being obtained, and 
as the object in view includes the improvement of the management of mines, which 
must tend to the saving of human life, it is hoped that the handsome offer of the Duke 
will not be lost for want of the necessary support. 


In the North and East-Lancashire (Mr. Dicktxson’s) district, although 
40 lives were lost by one explosion, and many defeets still remain to be remedied, the 
diminution of accidents has been such that the total loss of life is little above the average. 
Every great explosion which Mr. Dickinson has investigated has occurred in mines 
worked upon the pillar and stall system, which was pursued in the stumpings of the 
Heys Colliery, where 40 lives were lost, and upon which system it is much more diffi- 
cult to ventilate efficiently than when the seam is first drained of its fire-damp by driv - 
ing the levels to the extremities, where the fire-damp is chiefly 1. Explosi 

in these steep and fiery mines, when worked by pillar and stall work without being first 
drained of their fire-damp, seem, even with the most skilful management, unavoidable ; 
and is is not surprising that they should occur so often as they do when, as in this case, 
in his district nearly every colliery is managed on the surface; that is, the owner and 
manager (the owner of this colliery being a respectable type of such a class) give direc- 
tions, but leaves the management to an underlooker, who although an intelligent man 
selected from the workmen, is without the previous training required in a viewer, and 
often, no doubt, does not possess the moral courage necessary to withstand the pressure 
that is put upon him to send out more coal than the capabilities of the colliery will admit 
of. As the workings in many collieries are now getting deeper, and the winnings be- 
coming nore expensive to make, more men are being put into the same pit, and, unless 
accompanied by improved management, explosions will continue as before, and become 
more and more fatal according to the increased namber of men working in the same mine. 


Although active preparations are in progress for increasing the output 
of coal in the West Lancashire and North Wates district, Mr, H1eson is enabled to report 
that there was in 1857 one accident less than in the preceding year, whilst the number 
of deaths ,was in each year equal. As regards the loss of life from explosions by fire- 
damp, he frequently finds that where it has occurred the most important and yet the 
most simple laws of mine engineering have been disregarded ; although it is no exception 
to find the ventilating power too nearly balanced with the load, but too often the rule, 
yet he could record many instances where he has found an ample margin, sufficient, he 
has no doubt, with the existing discipline throughout the works to render them com- 
paratively safe from any very serious misfortune. He avails himself of the opportunity 
of making a few remarks on the insubordination of the employed, without bringing the 
whole mass of workpeople under that head, for he still contends that there are many 
excellent men among them, whose conduct deserves consideration, Many, however, are 
indifferent as to the means of their own safety, careless as to the safety of others, dis- 
obedient to the special rules, which they consider gives them an additional task to per- 
form, and he has frequently found persons, whilst working in the — danger from 
talls of coal and roof, committing a breach of the special rules by neglecting to set spraggs 
and props, and he had had difficulty in convincing them that they were breaking the 
rules, or that there was any risk in their p Jing He iders, however, that on 
the whole the Act is silently and effectually operating to promote a better manage- 
ment of collieries, which will afford greater security to the working classes, whilst its 
influences radiate a corresponding benefit on the employer. 


In the Yorkshire (Mr. Morton’s) district, owing to the fearful casualty 
at Lund Hill, there has been an increase in the number of deaths out of all proportion to 
the increase in the number of separate accidents. Fifty accidents occurred in 1857, re- 
sulting in 245 deaths, whilst in 1856 the accidents were 47, andthe deaths 52. In re- 
ference to the effect of accidents, Mr. Morton remarks that the philanthropic principle of 
cranting pecuniary relief to the relatives of a person killed in or about a mine (18 and 
19 Viet., cap. 108, 8. 14) may with propriety be still further expanded. The benefits 
lerivable from Lord Campbell’s Act are at present almost unattainable by the collier’s 
widow or family, because of the poverty of the suitor, and it appears right and expedient 
to facilitate and cheapen the process of recovering compensation by empowering magis- 
trates in Petty Session to determine claims ander 507. It is “atisfactory to observe that 
the subject of an improved and special education for miners is receiving increased atten- 
tion from the proprietors and managers of collieries. Mr. Morton thinks that the estab 
lishment of local schools similar to that of Bristol in the various coal fields of the king- 
fom would be instrumental in training a class of underviewers and other subordinate 
iilicers, combining practical experience and aptitude in matters belonging to mining 
with some scientific skill and knowledge.

lish language, and is the result of the author’s own experience. The method of arriving 
at a conclusion as to what wheels are to be used is very ingenious, and so slimple thet 
any workman of ordinary intelligence could employ the system. Mr. La Nicca has sue- 
ceded admirably in rendering valuable information to the turner and fitter, lua very 
acceessible form, by enabling him to calculate the change wheels tur screws on a turning 
lathe, and for a wheel-cutting machine.
